W editor dug up supporting figures from the courthouse 


files to develop a fool-proof formula for getting 
rid of the obsolete and expensive office of County 
School Supervisor. 


But all we can do is bring up the issue. And 


it will go for naught unless you vote in the annual 
school election Tuesday. Hope voting places are 
th'e city hall and fire station. 


Looking at the ballot Tuesday you will find 


Herbert M. Stephens and Dr. Forney G. Holt as 


,» candidates for the County Board of Education, Thc 
•* only issue here is whether or not you want to abolish 


the office of County School Supervisor. Mr. Stephens, 
who resides in Blevins and is in business both there 
and in Hope, is committed to abolishing the Super- 
visor office. Dr. Holt, of Hope has made no public 
statement, and of course, doesn't need to. 


Dr. Holt filed for this office as a last-minute 


replacement for Milton Peebles of Saratoga, the 
retiring member-at-large on the County Board, of 
Education. Dr. Holt filed after the County Super- 


jp visor issue had been defined, and after Mr. Stephens 


had committed himself to abolishing the office.. 


Obviously Dr. Holt's replacement of Milton 


Peebles was a political move to strengthen the hand 
of County School Supervisor Elmer Brown, on the 
theory that a Hope man should get more votes in 
this populous district than a Saratoga man. 


But a candidate's residence means nothing, 


unless you are stupid and easily fooled. There 7s 
only one issue in this race — whether you mean to 
retain the office of County School Supervisor, 


• 
swallowing up half of the county's Common School 
Fund and the equivalent of three teachers' salaries; 
or vote to abolish the office. 


The Star has presented a mass of figures 'on the 


cost of Supervisor Brown's office, but probably our 
most effective blow on the uselessness of the office 
was the publication of the fact that Mr. Brown was 
so little needed in his courthouse office that he 
picked up $1,350, over and above his Supervisor's 
salary, for teaching school half a day at Spring Hill 
all last year.
